3. Consultation with AlUaa 

The subject was discussed at length. Mr. Scbaetzel stressed the dilemma 
Involved In trying to keep the Allies sufficiently Informed to carry 
then with us while at the sane tine guarding the security of our delib- 
erations and decisions, Ht pointed out that it would be highly desirable 
for the Allies to be kept abreast of the developing situation through 
official U.S. channels rather than through the press. Proposals were 
aade to have Mr* Thompson and Mr. fttze give regular briefings to the 
quadripartite Ambassadors; to have a cable baaed on these briefings sent 
to Mr. Flqletter for briefing the BAC a few hours later; and to have the 
Unletter cable used by Defense for briefing the Standing Group and 
Military Conelttee. Mr. Sehaetzel win have a paper on Monday setting 
forth this proposal In detail. General OVltchell was ashed to jut in 
a paper at the sane tine on the possibility of supplying screened oper- 
ational lnf ormatloa. Mr. Scbaetzel will also look Into the question of 
naklng similar periodic reports to other nations through our embassies. 
(Action: Mr. Sebeetsel and General ttrltchell.)
